All German civilians returning from internment 
camps are forbidden te speak about vast experiences or to give the 
name of the locality where they had been interned. I¢ has never~ 
theless become known that the death rate among men amounted to 
about 50%, but thet their vlace was filled immediately by new 
internees.
